When  I came  to  Kansas  in  the  early  Pioneer  Days,  there 
were  no  seed  houses  in  the  west  or  middle  west.

(now  The  Barteldes  Seed  Co.  I was  established.  I remember 
well  the  many  trips  I made  in  a buckboard  to  little  settlements, 
taking  orders  for  seeds,  which  would  be  delivered  later  by  stage- 
coach and  freighters.

We  shipped  in  the  first  Alfalfa  seed.  It  came  from  California  and  cost  $1.00  per  pound. 
The  second  year  we  sent  for  several  sacks  of  it,  and  thus  the  sale  for  it  grew.  We  helped  intro- 
duce Kaffir,  Milo,  Feterita,  Sudan  and  many  other  varieties  of  great  value. 

As  the  Middle  West  became  more  settled,  we  established  branch  houses  at  Denver,  Colo- 
rado, and  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma,  so  that  we  could  give  better  service  in  these  sections. 
These  branches  now  rival  the  parent  house. 

Our  constant  aim  has  been  to  supply  seeds  that  would  produce  profitable  crops.  The 
Gold  Medal  awarded  Barteldes  Seeds  at  Paris  in  1900  is  a splendid  tribute  to  the  quality 
of  our  seeds;  but  what  I value  far  more  than  this,  is  the  feeling  of  confidence  that  Barteldes 
Seeds  have  won  for  themselves  in  the  minds  of  thousands  upon  thousands  of  actual  planters 
during  a period  of  over  a half  century.
